138  specimens  were  examined  during  the  year. 

Ambulance  Facilities. — An  ambulance  for  the  removal  of 
Infectious  Diseases  is  now  provided  by  the  Waltham  Joint  Hospital 
Board. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. — No  change. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. — There  are  Child  Welfare 
Centres  at  Theydon  Bois,  Great  Parndon,  Harlow,  Harlow  Common, 
Matching  Tye,  Netteswell,  Roydon  and  Sheering.  The  Centre  in  the 
Epping  Urban  District  is  also  available  for  part  of  the  Rural  District 
including  Thornwood.  The  work  is  carrried  out  in  all  these  centres 
by  voluntary  helpers  assisted  by  the  District  Nurses  and  the  Health 
Visitor. 

There  is  a Tuberculosis  Centre  and  an  Orthopaedic  After-Treat- 
ment Centre  in  the  Epping  Urban  District  available  for  patients  living 
in  the  Epping  Rural  District. 

Hospitals. — The  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital  closed  on  the 
31st  March,  1937,  and  the  patients  were  moved  to  the  Hospital  of  the 
Waltham  Joint  Hospital  Board  where,  by  agreement,  patients  from  this 
area  will  be  sent  in  future.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water. 

The  whole  of  the  Parishes,  other  than  Little  Parndon,  have 
wholly,  or  in  parts,  a piped  supply  of  water,  supplied  by  the  Herts  and 
Essex  Water  Company.  The  supply  is  sufficient  and  of  satisfactory 
quality. 

The  inhabitants  of  Little  Parndon,  as  hitherto,  derive  their 
supplies  from  wells.  The  supply  appears  to  be  sufficient  and  of 
satisfactory  quality.  The  extension  of  the  water  main  is  not  contem- 
plated, as  the  benefits  which  would  be  derived  would  not  warrant  the 
expenditure  involved. 

Samples  of  water  have  been  taken  during  the  year  for  Chemical 
and  Bacteriological  Examination  and  in  every  case  a satisfactory 
result  obtained.  The  samples  are  taken  by  Officers  of  the  Council  and 
the  Water  Company.  By  arrangement  a copy  of  the  Analyst’s  report 
in  respect  of  a sample  of  water  taken  by  one  Authority  is  transmitted 
to  the  other  on  receipt  thereof. 

The  Water  Company  has  laid  1,461  yards  of  main  water  pipes  in 
the  District  during  the  year,  viz.,  Theydon  Bois — 103  yards  of  4 inch 
mains,  Netteswell — 170  yards  of  3 inch  mains,  Roydon — 308  yards  of 
3 inch  mains,  Sheering — 283  yards  of  3 inch  mains,  Harlow — 145  yards 
of  3 inch  mains  and  125  yards  of  4 inch  mains,  and  North  Weald — 
327  yards  of  2 inch  mains. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Nazeing. 

The  sewering  of  the  greater  and  more  populous  parts  of  the 
Parish  of  Nazeing  has  been  commenced  and  was  in  progress  at  the  end 
of  the  period  covered  by  this  report. 

The  sewers  are  being  constructed  to  receive  the  drainage  from 
317  houses.  The  Owners  of  these  properties  have  been  given  informa- 
tion, by  means  of  a circular  letter,  relative  to  connections  being  made 
to  the  sewer,  and  a large  majority  have  already  expressed  their  desire 
to  do  so. 

In  every  case  a connection  has  been  taken  from  the  sewer  to  the 
curtilage  of  the  property  by  the  Council,  free  of  charge. 

It  will  be  possible  to  make  further  extensions  in  the  Parish  to 
connect  up  with  the  new  sewer  at  some  future  date. 

North  Weald. 

Serious  nuisances  still  exist  at  ten  bungalows  at  Weald  Bridge 
Road,  North  Weald,  due  to  overflowing  cesspools.  Nuisances  have 
also  arisen  in  Church  Road,  North  Weald,  from  newly  constructed 
premises,  due  to  the  same  cause.  A Scheme  for  the  sewering  of  this 
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area  has  been  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Engineers  and  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Health  for  approval.  Up  to  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  sanction  to  proceed  with  the  Scheme  has  not  been  received. 
The  work  of  sewering  this  part  of  the  Parish  should  be  put  in  hand 
without  undue  delay,  in  order  that  the  nuisances  may  be  abated  and 
that  the  inhabitants  may  live  in  surroundings  compatible  with 
standards  that  Public  Health  demand. 

Theydon  Bois  and  Epping  Upland. 

The  unsatisfactory  conditions  of  drainage  of  certain  parts  of 
Theydon  Bois  and  Epping  Upland  has  had  further  consideration  of 
the  Council  during  the  Year,  and  a Scheme  prepared  for  the  sewering 
of  the  area.  This  Scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  a 
public  enquiry  will  take  place  in  due  course. 

Sheering. 

Nuisances  still  exist  in  the  Parish  of  Sheering  due  to  overflowing 
cesspools  and  to  the  fact  that  a number  of  cottages  have  insufficient 
land,  or  land  which  is  some  distance  from  the  cottages,  in  which  the 
pail  contents  are  disposed  of. 

It  is  extremely  desirable  that  the  question  of  sewering  parts  of 
the  Parish  should  have  further  consideration. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Little  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  takes  place.  Action  is 
always  taken  to  abate,  as  far  as  possible,  any  pollution  of  water 
courses. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  conversion  of  closets  from  the  conservancy  system  is  dealt 
with,  where  possible,  as  nuisances  or  as  insufficiencies  arise.  The 
question  of  course  depends  on  the  extension  of  sewers  and  where  this 
takes  place  conversions  to  the  water  carriage  system  will  follow. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Refuse  is  collected  throughout  the  area,  except  Carthegena 
Estate,  Nazeing,  to  which  it  is  not  possible  for  the  collecting  lorries  to 
gain  access.  The  Scheme  was  put  into  force  by  the  Council  during 
the  year,  the  old  method  of  employing  contractors  being  discontinued. 
The  Council  own  and  operate  two  refuse  collection  vehicles  of  seven 
and  ten  cubic  yards  respectively  and  the  work  of  collection  is  carried 
out  by  direct  labour. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  and  generally 
this  method  has  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  cleansing  of  Earth  Closets,  Privies  and  Cesspools  is  not 
undertaken  by  the  Council.

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Shops. 

The  various  shops  in  the  area  were  visited  periodically  during 
the  Year  and  action  taken  in  three  cases  to  provide  heating  apparatus 
in  order  that  the  shops  and  warehouses  may  be  kept  at  a reasonable 
temperature.  In  each  case  the  necessary  provisions  were  made  by 
arrangement,  no  notice  being  served. 

The  Council  has  in  operation  Byelaws  made  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Essex  County  Council  Act  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
cleanliness  of  premises  used  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  business  of 
Hairdresser  or  Barber.  In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  action 
during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement, 

The  District  being  largely  agricultural  no  nuisance  from  Smoke 
Pollution  has  arisen. 

Svrimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  four  Swimming  Pools  and  one  Swimming  Bath  in  the 
District,  in  each  case  the  water  used  is  taken  from  the  River  Stort  and 
is  not  subjected  to  any  form  of  efficient  purification  before  use. 

By  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Public  Health  Act  on  1st  October, 
1937,  the  law  relating  to  these  premises  is  considerably  altered,  the 
Act  giving  the  Council  optional  powers  of  adopting  Byelaws.  The 
Byelaws  deal  with  the  purity  of  the  water  and  matters  relating  to  the 
general  management. 

The  Council  will  consider  the  question  of  the  desirability  of 
adopting  these  Byelaws  in  the  near  future. 

Bed  Bugs. 

There  were  no  serious  cases  of  bug  infestation  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Department  during  the  year. 

Schools. 

Schools  in  the  area  have  been  surveyed  during  the  year  and 
action  taken  in  one  instance  relating  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  walls  and 
ceilings  of  classrooms  and  lavatories  and  to  the  temperature 
maintained  in  classrooms.  It  is  most  unsatisfactory  to  note  that 
temperatures  at  certain  times  during  the  day  do  not  exceed  40°  Fahren- 
heit which  undoubtedly  has  a prejudicial  effect  on  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  children.  It  is  proposed  to  take  action  in  respect  of  all 
the  Schools  in  the  District  where  a reasonable  temperature  is  not 
maintained  in  future.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply, 

Supervision  of  milk  production  and  distribution  continues  to  be 
strigently  exercised  and  the  standard  obtained  generally  is  satisfactory. 

There  are  92  producers  and  wholesalers  and  61  retailers  of 
milk  on  the  register.  43  of  these  cowkeepers  produce  “ Accredited  ” 
milk  and  four  “Tuberculin  Tested”  milk. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-six  matters  in  connection  with  cowsheds 
and  dairies  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-one  samples  of  milk  were  taken  in  the 
area  and  submitted  to  the  methylene  blue  and  coliform  test,  forty-nine 
of  which  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Eighteen  samples  of  milk 
were  taken  for  Biological  examination,  and  all  were  found  to  be 
negative.

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

Slaughter-houses,  shops,  stalls,  vehicles  and  places  where  food  is 
prepared  or  stored  are  visited  regularly  and  close  supervision  is 
exercised  to  detain  food-stuff’s  which  are  diseased  or  unwholesome 
and  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

A great  deal  of  attention  and  time  is  given  to  the  matter  of  Meat 
Inspection,  and  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Meat 
Regulations,  1924,  are  strictly  adhered  to.  The  inspection  of  Meat  is 
carried  out  according  to  the  standard  laid  down  in  Memorandum 
62/Foods. 

The  Council  has  not  undertaken  the  work  of  meat  marking  under 
the  provisions  of  Part  II.  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations, 
1924. 

There  are  six  registered  and  three  licensed  Slaughter-houses  in 
the  District.  Occasional  slaughtering  of  pigs  takes  place  at  one  farm 
premises  by  arrangement,  the  animals  being  reared  at  the  farm.  Two 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-six  animals  were  slaughtered 
during  the  year  and  the  whole  of  the  carcases  and  viscera  inspected.
